The charge 
for the country plant service* are 
about one-half cent a quart. 


The milk leaves the country 


plant in lots of from 5,000 to 15,- 
000 quart* and arrives at the city 
pasteurising plant in about the 
same qualities. The delivarie*

York during the past several years, 
sweet corn planted in June displayed 
much less corn borer injury than 
corn from earlier plantings, he says. 


Late planting as a means of com- 


bating corn borer is not practical 
with varieties that require a long 
time to mature, nor in areas where 
the growing season is short, says Dr. 
Hervev. Also, the market gardener 
cannot afford to plant late if he is 
to get his crop on the market while 
high prices prevail.
